"The greatest difficult; in coming to 


ajuat conclusion arises from mistaken 
notions with regard to the relations 
which subsist between tbe State and 
National Government*-. It seems to be 
often overlooked that a National Con- 
jlitation has been adopted in this coun- 
try, establishing a real Government 
therein, and which, moreover, ia, or 
should be, as dear to every American 
citizen as bis State Government is. 
Whenever the true conception of the 
nature of this Government is once con 
ceded, no real difficulty will arise in the 
just interpretation (of its power. But 
if we allow ourselves to regard it as a 
hostile organisation opposed to the 
proper sovereignty and dignity of the 
State government! we shall continue to 
be vexed with difficulties as to juris- 
diction and authority. No greater jeal- 
ousy is required to be exercised toward 
this government in reference to the 
preservation of pur liberties that is 
proper to be exenised toward the State 
government Its powers are limited in 
number and clearly defined, and its ac- 
tio» within the scope of those powers 
is restrained by a sufficiently rigid bill 
of rights for the protection of its citi- 
zens from oppression. The true inter- 
ests of the people of this country re-

obligation. This is the fundamenta 
principle on which the authority of the 
Constitution is based, and, unless it b 
conceded in practice as well as theory 
the fabric of our institutions, as it wa 
contemplated by its founders, canno

the-interest of our rcuacis, reprint the 
following from an agricultural exchange, 
hoping that the "oatmeal" drink suggest- 
ed will be given a fair trial by farmers 
and others, and that the result will prove 
beneficial and satisfactory: 


As alcoholic drinks have happily long 


been driven from the harvest fields, there 
have been various drinks beside water 
substituted, but scarcely any of them 
meeting fully the conditions sought for 
in the way of a wholesome, satisfying 
beverage. Water, even in all its puiity, 
does not seem to quench the thirst and 
stimulate the body, as it produces addi- 
tional perspiration and passes through 
the pores almost like passing through a 
colander, leaving the system exhausted 
and weak; besides, a drink of cold water, 
when suffering under a great degree of 
heat, is dangerous, even at times produ- 
cing sudden death. Latterly in England 
and elsewbere a dtink is prepared by 
mixing oatmeal with water, in the propor- 
tion of three or four ounces to a gallon of 
water. This is found not only to satisy 
the thirst better than water, even when 
tempered with vinegar orjolhcr acid, but 
to produce additional strength of body 
Oatmeal produces a peculiar aroma and 
acts as a stimulant to the surface of the 
skin as to cause the complete digestion of 
the liquid. Mcu employed in an atmos- 
phere of tbe intcnsest heat arc much com 
forted with it, and become very fond of 
it. Hence it is in a measure "victuals 
and drink," possessing only virtues nml 
without any drawbacks whatever.

The prosperous always say, with 


grave shakes of the head, that "money 
brings little happiness ;" yet they seem 
to enjoy its possession, are proud of it 
in various ways, according to character, 
use it freely as a power, and will not 
surrender it without the very toughest 
fighting. 
A complete surrender of 


wealth, of the difference between sub- 
sistence and competence or riches, is, 
except in a few cases of religious con- 
viction, the rarest of all forms of sell- 
sacrifice. 
So different, indeed, is the 


disconsolate talk of the well-to-do from 
their actual condition that the world 
suspects them of a little hypocrisy, or 
of an intention to avert envy by declar- 
ing, what is unquestionably false, the 
equality of all earthly 
conditions 


"Dives is sad with wealth" sighs the 
man with too little, "but how I wish I 
had a touch of his complaint!" 
A 


few men, indeed, have boldly declared 
the regrets of wealth to be pretenses, 
and have asserted, Jwith Maeauley, that 
every guinea they acquire gives them 
distinct and appreciable pleasure. 
He 


was the most' generous of mankind, 
but he liked money, and avowed his 
liking, as he would have avowed a 
liking for pleasant bindings for his 
books. There was solid truth in Ma- 
cauley's idea, particularly as to earned 
money ; but he put his truth, as usual, 
a good deal too broadly, nothing being 
ever quite so little complex as he im- 
agined everything to be. Very few 
men, indeed, part with wealth volunta- 
rily, because very few have the courage 
to deprive themselves of any faculty or 
power they may hereafter want; and 
very few are without that pride in it 
which any distinction tends to raise ;
